"IN THE COURSE OF THE PAST YEAR,” MUNRO SAIN, *NO EVIDENCE HAS 
BEEN FORTHCOMING OF ANY BASIC CHANGE IN THE HUNGARIAN SITUATION WHICH 
WOULD WARRANT RELAXATION BY THE UNITED NATIONS OF ITS CONTINUED

HE SAID THERE HAD BEEN A LONG BLACKOUT OF NEWS FROM BUDAPEST ON
